Barbers Scarce _| Conservatives 





As Long Training |To Hold Picnic . 
At Searles Beach |‘With ‘Big Three’ 


Now Required: 


Is there-a barber in the house? 
That isn't exactly the way you 
have heard it before but the 
paraphrase Is apt in more ways 
than one. 

In Belleville, and throughout 
the province, there is a greater 
lack of barbers than at any time 


in the memory of the oldest 
journeyman in the trade. And 
curiously enough, one of the main 


;reasons for the shortage is that 


the qualifications for a barber's 
certificate, at least in the time 
required for training and appren- 
ticeshIp, approaching the de- 
mands upon young men entering 
the professions. 

Hazen Stairs, local barber, who 
is official examiner in this area 
for the Ontario Department of 
Labor, states that the shortage is 
acute everywhere, Under today’s 
provincial regulations it Is neces- 
sary for a young man to put in 
two years In the government's 
training school at Queens Park in 
Toronto and serve two years as 


an apprentice before he is elig-j bein, 


ible for a Licence. Then he must 
pass both written and practical 
examinations before receiving 2 
licence. 

At one time there were marty 
barber schools operating in To- 
ronto. At the end of the war the 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
set up special schools in several 
centres but these have been 
closed for a number of years. The 
school operated bythe depart- 
ment of labor is now the only ore 
providing training in the prov- 
nee, 

Mr. Stairs states that in the 
last two years he has not exam- 
ined more than a dozen men 
for licences. There are, how- 
ever, a number of apprentices In 
the city and the neighboring 
centres in his district. These men 
will not relieve the shortage as 
they are, of course, presently en- 
gaged in the trade. 

The tightening of standards for 
barbers in Ontarlo began in the 
middle 1930's with the passing of 
the Industrial Standards Act. 
Since then the requirements have 
become . more exacting. When 
new legfslation was passed about 
ten years ago for Individual ex- 
aminations of all licencees such 
veterans as Mr, Stairs, who has 
been barbering over 30 years, 
were required to pass the tests 
to get licences. 

Shorter hours for barbers, and 
the Wednesday closing, have also 
been factors in placing heavier 
demands on the trade,
